In submitting for general approval anew arrangement 
of the Psalter, pointed for chanting, it may probably, 
by some, be deemed as injudicious for one unknown 
in the musical world, and of no public reputation, to 
attempt to introduce an uniform system of syllabic 
adaptation (so to speak) in chanting the Psalms ; to 
the intent that the words may more suitably accord 
with the melody of the chant, — while, at the same 
time, the strict sense and meaning of every sentence 
shall be fully preserved and rightly expressed, without 
infringing upon correctness of pronunciation. Such, 
nevertheless, is the intention of the present little 
volume as to its end and aim. It may fairly be desig- 
nated—the Chanter's Manual, or hand-book for the 
choir and congregation, wherever the Psalms are 
chanted to the Anglican chant. That a want of uni- 
formity exists in adapting the words to the chanting 
note, as well as in the dividing of the syllables in the 
chanting strain, is evident, if we may judge from the 
mode of arrangement that prevails in different Cathe- 
drals throughout England and Wales. A well-known 
organist, in his preface to a selection of chants of his 
own composition, gives us an example of this variation 
in the adaptations of the words * : — 

"The fact however is," he says, "that chanting

cannot be brought to precision and uniformity without 
carefully drilling the performers in private ; so that, 
wherever irregularity or inarticulation exists, it may 
be noticed and corrected." 

The rules which the Rev. J. A. Latrobe suggests are 
excellent: — "Pronounce each syllable distinctly, so 
that you may not only understand yourselves, but be 
understood by others. Avoid singing the first part of 
the clause in too great haste ; the very design of the 
one long note upon which the first part runs, is to afford 
time for the steady and clear pronunciation of each 
syllable and word; for this purpose the organist should 
vary its duration according to the length of the verse. 
The public attention has of late years," he goes on to 
say, " been more particularly directed to the diversity 
of practice which exists in different choirs, and some- 
times in the same choir, as to the adaptation of the 
words to the notes, — for the same passage may some- 
times be heard sung in six different ways, among 
chanters who have had the experience of half a century." 
. . . . " Owing to the differences which, it has already 
been observed, occur among members of the same 
choirs, as to the division of the words, it is less easy 
to give a correct notion of the modes which particular 
choirs pursue ; yet they may be arranged into three 
or four general classes, as follows : 

No. 1. Lincoln (used also at Norwich). 

2. York. 

3. Canterbury (used also at St. Paul's). 

4. Bangor (used also at Chester) . 

Other cathedrals agree with some of the above. 
* Some* (as the Preface to the Book of Common 
Prayer remarks) ' follow the use of Bangor, some of 
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York, some of Lincoln and Canterbury.' " For the 
sake of illustration, one specimen shall be given of 
each mode : 

No. 1. — Lincoln mode.

syllables, and producing a faulty accentuation ; as for 
example :

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clearly illustrates the faulty system alluded to ; and as 
an additional instance of this want of consistency in the 
arrangement of the words, the Editor of this work 
would remark that, in and near the town where he 
resides, the Gloria Patri is chanted in four churches in 
four different ways :

The last mode is recommended in preference to the 
two preceding. It is to be feared that there is too 
much truth in Mr. Gray's observations, — viz., "That, 
amongst the causes which have contributed to the 
unpopularity of chanting may be mentioned, the 
slovenly manner in which it is often hurried over. So 
far back as in the sixteenth century, Erasmus censured 
' the confused and disorderly chattering of words ' in 
church music ; and it must be admitted that, although 
much improved, yet that still in some of our cathedrals 

* This mode is adopted by the choir in Exeter Cathedral. 
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chanting is not unfrequently performed in a careless 
irreverent manner, without much feeling or expression, 
and, consequently, is neither understood nor appre- 
ciated by the congregation. Often, during the chanting 
note, have we heard the choristers hurry to get before 
each other, and slur over the syllables without any 
articulation. There is no excuse for this want of 
distinctness and precision." 

It would be too much to expect that the wish of the 
Editor will be realized by this publication, so far as 
ensuring one and the same method of adapting the 
words generally in every cathedral throughout the 
land to the system of the Anglican chant ; and he is 
well aware that this little manual is far from perfection ; 
still, if it does no more than draw the attention of all 
lovers of church music to further the end and aim 
that the Editor has in view, it will be a step in the 
right direction, and may be improved upon by other 
hands at some future time. Should uniformity be 
carried out in chanting the Psalms by the choir and 
members of only a single congregation, through the 
introduction of this book into their public worship at 
Church, the Editor will have every reason to be satisfied 
that his labour has not been altogether fruitless, or 
expended in vain.

REMARKS. 



It is particularly recommended that no choir should 
attempt to chant the Daily Psalms until they are per- 
fectly able to chant the Canticles with ease and fluency ; 
which can be soon attained under the tuition of a pains- 
taking organist, and one who is earnest in his profes- 
sional labours. 

Under this impression, the lines dividing the three 
beats or rests of the chanting strains, in the arrange- 
ment of the Canticles, have been omitted in the 
Psalter, as being considered unnecessary for a well 
organized and efficient choir, and therefore have been 
dispensed with. 

The Chants mentioned at the head of the Morning 
and Evening Psalms are published, and may be had of 
all music-sellers, They have been selected from the 
following collections : — 

Goss's, published by Cramer, Beale, and Co. ; 
Marshall's, by Mori and Lavenu ; 
Rev. W. Sloane Evans, by J. Masters, and 
Hamilton, Adams, and Co. 

The Proper Psalms for the Fasts and Festivals are 
mentioned at the head of each Psalm that has been 
selected as appropriate for the occasion. 

An asterisk • will be found at the last verse of each 
Psalm that has an uneven number of verses. It de- 
notes that, if the Psalm is chanted to a double chant, 
the latter part of the chant is to be repeated.

EXPLANATIONS. 



The following explanations being carefully attended to, will 
afford all the information that is required, and render 
"Chanting" at once simple and easy. 

I. Observe, that a colon divides each verse ; the first por- 
tion consisting of the chanting note, which is not limited to 
any precise number of words, but regulated by the length of 
the verse ; and the chanting strain, containing three rests or 
beats ; and the latter portion commencing with the chanting 
note or tone as before, followed by the chanting strains, 
extended to five rests or pauses. A Double Chant is simi- 
larly divided, but with this difference, that it includes two 
verses : if sung to a Psalm with an unequal number of verses, 
the latter half of the Chant must be repeated to the last verse. 

To obviate a difficulty, however, that has arisen, when 
Double Chants have been set on barrel organs, and the Chant 
must be played throughout, the following remedy has been 
adopted : the first verse of the " Venite Exultemus," the 
last verse of the •' Magnificat," and the fourth verse of the 
" Deus Misereatur," have been divided, so as to admit of 
both parts of a Double Chant being sung, and the verses are 
made thereby of an even number in these Canticles. 

II. The words printed in Roman characters are chanted 
to the first note of each strain ; and those printed in italics, 
divided by bars, are sung to the remainder. When two 
words should be sung together, the brace is affixed to 
mark the connexion, thus, theT^strength, And when the 
mark is used, the syllable or word must be continued and 
held out by the voice, in the following " rests" or " beats," 
to supply and fill up the chanting strain when there is a 
deficiency of words. And a mark, thus \ to show on which 
of two words the emphasis or stress is to be laid. 

III. Always prolong, or let the voice hold out the last 
syllable of the chanting note or tone, which will be found to 
consist of few or many words, according to the verses.* «& 
they occur.
